Dr. Doxey Released; 
Will Stay to Help 
Accused Wife 


Continured From Page One. 








with Erder in St. Louis at the time she 
is alleged to have poisoned him. 

This is an indication that he will aid 
his wife in the defense which she out- 
lined when she was arrested at Colum- 
bus, Neb., and this defense will be that 
it was not Mrs. Doxey but another wom- 
an who married Erder at Clayton, April 
26 last. . 

“Mrs. Doxey did live for a time at 
the home of William J. Erder,’’ he said. 
“She was visiting Mr. Erder and his 
wife. But I can’t talk now. My attor- 
ney has sealed my lips.”’ 

“Did you know Erder?” he was asked. 

“I knew of him,” he replied. ‘‘My 
wife frequently spoke of him before and 
after our marriage.”’ 

“Was your wife ever married to Er- 
der?’ : | 

*‘Never,”’ was the reply given in em- 
phatic tones. ‘‘There are several points 
to this case that I could easily clear 
up if my lawyer wouid allow me to talk, 
but I must obey his.injunction.” ~ 

“The Coroner held you as an accom- 
plice after hearing fhat you purchased 
an arsenical compound in Columbus, 
Neb., and thateyou received the $2700 col- 
lected on Erder’s life,’* the prisoner was 
told. “Do you wish to make a state- 
ment in regard to that?’’ 

“T have explained those two things to 
my attorney and I could satisfactorily 
explain them to the public, But I must 
not talk,’’ Dr. Doxey replied. “I wish 
to say, however, that I had absolutely 
nothing to do with the death of Erder. 
Why should I want to kill Erder? What 
motive would I have for killing a man 
who was a stranger to me?’ 

Dr. Doxey had $10 and a few pennies 
when arrested Tuesday night. When in- 
formed that he could draw on his mon- 
ey, which is in the custody of the Cen- 
tral District police,-he ordered eggs and 
coffee for breakfast Wednesday. 

In the cell with him were three men 
who had been held all night on charges 
of drunkenness. He shared his break- 
fast with them, and after the meal had 
been disposed of he ed for a book.

Chief Guard Gockley entered the wom- 
en’s quarters of the jail and found her 
reading a newspaper.

“Yes,”’ replied Mrs. Doxey, “but I 
don’t know what for. I can’t see what 
he has done to warrant his arrest.’’ 

The Rev. Karl F.’ Pfeiffer of Clayton, 
who performed the marriage ceremony 
for Mrs. Dora E. Dodge and William J. 
Erder, was one of the witnesses sum- 
moned to appear before the grand jury. 
He has seen Mrs. Doxey in jail, but 
says that he is unwilling to state posi- 
tively that she is the woman whom he 
knew as Mrs. Dodge. He had identified 
pictures of Mrs. Doxey as being those } 
of Mrs. Dodge. Mrs. Doxey’s present 
emaciation, he says, may have changed 
her appearance so. that she does not 





closely resemble the photographs which 
he recognized. 

Attendants at the jail said that Mrs. 
Doxey passea a quiet night, and that 
her condition Wednesday morning was 
greatly improved. She did not show 
emotion when ‘she spoke of her hus- 
band’s arrest. 

She wrote a long letter to Dr. Doxey 
Tuesday night. It was addressed to 
the Merchants’ Hotel and was forward- 
ed from there to Police Headquarters 
and delivered to him Wednesday. 

In a statement given out after her ar- 
rest at Columbus Mrs. Doxey said that 
she would prove that it was not she, but 
another woman who married Erder. 
She said that Erder’s wife deserted him 
while he was sick and that she, Mrs. 
Doxey, remained with him and nursed 
him, 

Dr. Doxey, in an interview given out 
Monday, said that while in St. Louis 
his wife nursed a very dear woman 
friend, who _ died. His statemeni 
Wednesday is taken by some as an in- 
dication that a possible defense will be 
that the “other woman” alleged to have 
been Erder’s wife was the “dear friend” 
who died while under Mrs. Doxey’s 
care, J 
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After refusing, by advice of counsel, 
to testify at the inquest, Dr. Doxey went 
to his room at the Merchants’ Hotel, 
four blocks away. Later he went to the 
Jail and made Lis daily request to be 
permitted to see his wife. He carried 
under his arm a bunch of roses and a 
Bible. 

Wrapped with the roses were two 
notes, which he said he had written 
to his wife in anticipation that he 
would be denied admission to the Jail. 

Arrested at the Jail. 

He had just handed the roses, the 
Bible and the notes to a guard with in- 
structions that they be taken to his 
wife, when he was arrested by Capt. 
Young of the Central District, who 
acted under orders from Chief of Po- 
lice Creecy. At Police Headquarters he 
refused to make a statement and asked 
that his lawyer, C. Orrick Bishop, be 
sent for. After a long conference with 
Bishop, he was placed in a hold-over 
cell. 

No specific charge was placed opposite 
Dr. Doxey’s name on the police blotter. 
Chief Creecy said that he was being 
held ‘on suspicion of murder.” 

Before he was placed in his cell, Dr. 
Doxey wrote this note and asked that 
it be delivered to his wife: / 

My Dear Dora: I am just writing 


' you a few lines to say I,have been 


arrested and am now lodged in jail 
at Police Headquarters on a charge 
of some sgrt. Was taken at the Cor- 
oner'’s suggestion. Am called a hold- 
over. 

Thinking ft is best for you to know 
the right from me, I am writing it 
to you, ‘and a reporter for a news- 
paper has promised to try and get 
it to you: - 

Remember, when we were married 
I promised to be faithful to you. So 
do not worry. We will go to the end 
of this together. My bed may be &» 
little hard, but the room is warm. 
Many people do not have as good 
accommodations as I have here. Do 
not let my condition worry you for 
a minute. With all my leve and best 
wishes, I am, yours, LOREN.

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asked in recent conferences between its 


representatives and city officials to buy 
half the block between Eighteenth, Nine- 
teenth, Market and Chestnut streets, to 
bear the expense of separating grades 
at all points where it alone is involved, 
and its share of the cost where it is 
affected in connection with other rail- 
roads, to establish a depot in North St. 
Louis and to keep agreements heretofore 
made in respect to switching charges. 

In his investigations of rates levied by 
railroads on passengers and freight en- 
tering or leaving cities situated on rivers 
as St. Louis ts, Councilman Schutz says 
he was unable to find an “arbitrary” 
corresponding to that imposed by the 
Terminal Railroad Association. 

Obtained the Rates. 

“T obtained rates and fares collected 
by railroads entering Cincinnati, for in- 
s.iance,”’ Mr. Schutz said. ‘‘In each case 
I was sure to get the different charges 
on like commodities by the hundred 
weight, and for distances approximating 
some of those within the so-called 100- 
mile radius around St. Louis. 

“The figures corroborate my conten- 
tion that there is no arbitrary charge 
for crossing a river, either in the case 
or freight or passengers. In Cincinnati, 
as in St. Louis, the rate included deliv- 
ery at the depot of the carrier. The 
service, therefore, is the same in Cin- 
cinnati, for example, as that given by 
the Terminal Association in St. Louis. 

“T am thoroughly convinced that the 
arbitraries collected by the Terminal 
Association are unnecessary and unjust. 
I feel equally confident that a firm 
stand on the part.of the Mayor and 
tne Municipal Assembly will bring about 
the removal of such unreasonable tolls.”’

Councilman Evers: Not only do I 
favor the abolition of the arbitraries, 
but I believe also that the Terminal 
Association ought to be compelled to 
keep all its agreements with the city. 
That is what any other corporation or 
individuai would be made to do. 

CounciIiman Hauschulte: I have not 
considered the question. I should like 
more time for inquiry before taking a 
decisive course. 

Councilman Drew: I concur in Mr. 
Schutz’s belief that the arbitraries are 
not defensible, but I doubt the wisdom 
of his method of abolishing them. The 
Terininals Commission has asked to be 
allowed to deal with the railroads on 
the subject and I think the negotiations 
will be as successful as were those 
which resulted in the removal of the 
arbitraries on freight bound to and from 
points beyond the 100-mile radius. 

Mr. Drew was not always such a 
stanch advocate of the Terminals Com- 
mission. When it was first established 
he attended one of its meetings to take 
part in its deliberations, but was denied 
a hearing by Mayor Wells, then chair- 
man, 


This is the way members of the 
House of Delegates desire to be re- 


corded: 

Delegate Hamilton: If not confis- 
catory, it would be well to remove the 
arbitraries. I should like to have some 
information, however, as to whether the 
Terminal’s charges are merely earnings 
or excessive and unnecessary tolls. 

Delegate Jacobs: Certainly the de- 
mand for the abolition of all arbitraries 
ought to be made, but can the Terminal! 
do busines without some such charge? 
I haven’t attended any of the confer- 
ences and haven’t heard the arguments 
of either side. 

Delegate Hilkerbaumer: I think the 
abolition of the freight and passenger 
arbitraries is most vital, but if we need 
additional terminal facilities. and in- 
sistence on Mr. Schutz’s demand will de- 
lay them, I'll be willing to waive the 
question for the present in favor of 
more conveniences. 

Delegate Gallagher: I don’t believe 
in running the Terminal or any other 
big industry out of town. I don’t want 
to be unfair to the Terminal. Let the 


Terminals Commission handle the ques- , 


tion. That’s what it is for. 

Delegate Soy: Anything to put St. 
Louis on the map. Let the arbitraries 
zo. 

Delegate Brennan: How do you ex- 
pect me to know anything about it? Mr. 
Schutz never talked to me, and I’ve 
never had anything to do with the con- 
ferences. 

Delegate Golden: I don’t feel like 
taking the responsibility from the Re- 
publican administration. 


Delegnte Koch: I’m of the opinion 
that insistence on the abolition of the 


arbitraries at this time would delay the] 


establishment of better terminals. While 
I believe what Mr. Schutz wants ought 
to be done, at the same time I think 
it can be accomplished later by the Ter- 
minals Commission. 


Delegate Michel: I don't care to 
express myself now. I want more in- 
formation than I have received thus 
far. I haven’t heard both sides. 

Delegate Russell: I don’t favor Mr. 
Schutz’s demands, principally because 
I think his is the wrong way to go 
about it. More terminals are needed 
immediately and the adjustment of rates 
will require two years. I don’t believe 
an increase of facilities ought to wait 
that long. 

Delegate Igoe: If the charges can 
be abolished that should be done. St. 
Louls should not have to ask the Ter- 
minal Association to keep its pledges 
after they are made. The company 
ought to do what it promises. 

Delegate Holliday: What Mr. 
Schutz wants is very desirable, but it 
should not be made a condition of the 
elimination of grade crossings. We 
should not be brought to a deadlock on 
this question and delay the abolition of 
grade crossings. 

Delegate Duing: Mr. Schutz is 
right. The arbitraries are unfair. I 
say that as a receiver of freight. I am 
with Mr. Schutz. 

Speaker Pro Tem Taussig: I should 
like to see the bridge arbitrary removed, 
but I am prepared to grant the Ter- 
minal Association the use of the Ran- 
ken tract without demanding that. 

Delegate Oheim: I am not sure T 
understand the. matter fully; and until 
I have an opportunity to investigate it, 
I must decline to express an opinion. 

Delegate Buder: I agree with 
Councilman Schutz. I believe the Ter- 
minal should be required to take off 
the entire bridge arbitrary before the 
city should grant it anything. 

Delegate Eigel: I am not informed 
on the subject and will not commit 
myself now. The Terminal has never 
kept any of its promises to the city, and 
care should be taken in dealing with it. 
The city certainly ought to get some- 
thing if it vacates streets forthe Ter- 
minal. The bridge arbitrary has been 
like a millstone about the People’s 
necks for many years. 

Delegate Speitel: I thoroughly in- 
dorse Mr. Schutz’s idea, 

Delegate Chapman: I favor break- 
ing the arbitrary, but don’t know just 
what plan should be followed. The 
city needs to have the arbitrary done 
away with, but it also needs increased 
terminal facilities. It is a question in 
my mind if we should insist on one and 
possibly lose both. I wij) Play my 
strings to abolish the arbitrary, how- 
ever.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—There can’t be 


any’ real war with Nicaragua for at 
least three days, for the navy is very 
busy chewing tobacco and it will take 
that long for. the quid experts at the 
Brooklyn and other navy yards to finish 
their annual tests of the samples of- 
fered by dealers who want the contract 
for furnishing next spring’s supply. 

The Government is to furnish 70,000 
pounds for the men before the mast 
to smoke and chew during 1910. And 
the men are kieking because that isn’t 
enough. 2 

At today’s trials the twist types 
seemed to make the best speed in gét- 
ting all chewed up, and some ‘of the 
naval experts are of the opinion that 
they are best adapted to modern. needs, 
but the old-style plug, square fore and 
aft and with high freeboard, produced 
the largest number of juice~broadsides, 
as was shown by the discoloration of 
the timber flooring which the experts 
were using for targets over at the cob 
dock.

ON HOUSE RULES 


‘“Jiggers’’ Gallagher is the hero of 4 
parliamentary ‘go’ with two lawyers 
n the House: of Delegates. 

This victory for the Third Ward over 
the First and Twenty-third wards wa* 
achieved during a contest over the pas- 
cage of a bill regulating the observance 
of legal holidays in’ St. Louis. Among 
other provisions in the bill was one re- 
quiring police courts to close on Mon- 
day following any Sunday on which a 
legal holiday might fall. Gallagher op- 
rosed that as a hardship on minor of- 
tenders who, after arrest on Saturday 
before such holidays, could be held 
prisoners for three days. 

An amendment to the bill received 12 
votes. There were 11 nays. Speaker 
Fro Tem Taussig, a lawyer, represent- 
ing the Twenty-third Ward, ruled that 
the amendment had carried. 

“Your decision’s wrong; any ‘rum 
knows that it tekes as many votes for 
an amendment as for a bill; 15 is a ma- 
jority of this House,” protested Galla- 
gher. 

Delegate Hilkerbaumer, lawyer and 
author of the rules of the present 
Houge, came to. the Speaker’s rescue 
with ‘the dgssertiun that 12 votes were 
plenty. ' 

Spr@ker Taussig declared a recess to 
get more parliamentary opinions. Gal- 
lagher took advantage of this to taunt 
Taussig further. 

“You are out of order, sir,” Mr. Taus- 
sig said, rapping his gavel. 

“Not on your life. This House is in 
recess anu you have nothing to say,” 
replied Gallagher. And he was right, 
though harsh. 

Consultation with his authorities re- 
sulted in Speaker Taussig’s sustaining 
Gallagher on both points.

Mattie Anderson Wins Verdict 
of $250 Against Mrs. J. 
C. Van Blarcom. 


ENGAGED AS A MAID 


Was to Receive $22 a Month 
During Yachting Cruise to 
West Indies.

Mattie Anderson, a negress, obtained 
a judgment for $250 against Mrs. J. C. 
Van Blarcom in Justice O’Hallaron’s 
court Wednesday for breach of the con- 
tract under which Mattie was to be 
lady’s maid at $22 a month to Mrs. Van 
Blarcom and her cousin on a yacht trip 
to the West Indies. 

Justices O Hallaron said the woman 
was entitled to something for the trip 
that she had missed as well as for the 
wages that she had missed. 

Mattie was a dressmaker when Mrs. 
Van Blarcom asked her if she would 
like to go on a trip to the West Indies 
and perhaps to Japan. 

Mattie said she would. 

Letter Told Position. 

Later Mrs. Van Blarcom wrote Mattie 
a letter offering her $22 a month and 
expenses and said they would start on 
the trip about Sept. 20, 1908. 

‘Your position,’”’ wrote Mrs. Van Blar- 
com, “‘will be lady’s maid to my cousin 
and me. Everybody loves my cousin. I 
won’t speak for myself, but I think you 
and I will get along all right.’ 

For Mattie’s comfort Mrs. Van Blar- 
com suggested the clothing she would 
need, which included black sateen 
bloomers, black sateen wrapper, black 
fiannel overwrapper, a _ light-weight 
waterproof coat, a warm coat, rubbers, 
umbrella, warm flannels, knit under- 
wear, shoes, two black woolen dresses, 
a black sateen dress, two gingham 
dresses and a street sult of gingham or 
linen, summer and winter hats. 

Borrowed Money for Trip. 

Mattie was. making $5 and $% a day, 
she testified. She gave up her custom- 
ers, borrowed $100, on which she agreed 
to pay $50 interest, and bought most of 
the outfit Mrs. Van Blarcom had sug- 
gested, and went to the Van Blarcom 
home to do some sewing pending the 
return of Mrs. Van Blarcom from the 
mountains. 

Then Mr. van Blarcom died and Mrs. 
van Blarcom sent for her and told her 
the trip was off. She hoped Mattie had 
not incurred any expense. Mattie said 
she had, and she told Mrs. van Blar- 
com about the customers she had lost, 
the money she had borrowed and the 
clothes she had bought. 

Mrs. Van Blarcom told her she was 
extravagant, but agreed to help her 
out. She gave her $8 and later had 
her lawyers take up notes the woman 
had given and had them made payable 
to her and gave Mattie the privilege of 
paying the notes off in instalments. 
She also gave Mattie’ as presents a 
Japanese box, a vase, two pairs of 
scissors and a pin tray. 

Mrs.. Van Blarcom in Mourning. 

Mrs. van Blarcom, in mourning attire 
took the stand. “‘I was instructed to 
hire a maid for the yachting trip,”’ her 
testimony began. She said her hus- 
band had directed it, but that was 
stricken out by the Justice. 

“T asked Mattie if she would like te 
go,’’ she continued, ‘“‘and she said she 
would. I engaged her to do some work 
at the house while I was in the moun- 
tains. Later I wrote her a letter em- 
ploying her. After the death of my 
husband I had her come to see me and 
I told her the trip would not be taken. 
I offered to take up the notes and let 
her settle with me, I felt tender-heart- 
ed toward her. I told her I would try 
to arrange it so that she would only 
need to pay me nominal interest. 

“Some time later she came to me. 
She needed more money. I told her I 
felt I had done all that I could for 
her and asked her why she did not go 
to some of her other customers. Then 
I was notified that the suit had been 
filed.. After that she made two $5 pay- 
ments on the notes.’’ 

Mrs. Vari Blarcom testified that she 
always hired the servants, but her hus- 
band paid the bills. 

On cross-examination she said it was 
because she was kindly disposed to- 
ward the woman that she took up the 
notes. 

“Was it out of the goodness of your 
heart that you allowed her to pay the 
money back?” asked Attorney Gooda- 
man. 

Mrs. Van Blarcom’s attorney objected, 
but Judge O’Hallaron said he was about 
to ask the same. question. Mrs. Van 
Blarcom said it was out of the good- 
ness of her heart. 

Miss A. L. Dowder, secretary to Mrs. 
Van Blarcom, gave testimony that had 
no direct bearing on the cage.

N the opinion of competent authori- 
ties, many of them players of years’ 
experience, both schemes will hurt 
baseball. They maintain that the sub- 
stitution of leather for steel cleats will 
decrease the speed of the runner and 
make a quick start impossible. They 
add that basemen will, without the 
menace of the spikes confronting them, 
step in front of the runner and block 
him completely off the bag. 


The head-first slide, they argue, will 
subject the runner to precisely the 
same handicap. In either case, the 
chance of the runner to steal, with a 
good thrower behind.the bat, will be 
greatly reduced. 

fhe effect of either plan would, there- 
fore, be to reduce the scoring, already 
low enough, and to all but eliminate 
that popular feature with the spec- 
tators—base-stealing.
